The Home Bill, amending the Ed-

Every motorist in G ettysburg and 
Adams county during the 
next six 
months will receive a blank from the 
State Highway departm ent on which 
he will be required to have the own­ 
ership of his 
automobile, truck or 
motorcycle 
ce rt iii cd. under the pro­ 
visions of the new “ title law" which 
was approved by 
Governor Pinchot 
on Friday. 
lr is 
estimated that over 1,000,- 
000 motor vehicles in the S tate will 
he registered before 
November 24 
which is 
the last day of 
grace for 
registering of titles. 
The law is an 
anti-theft measure, and it is expect­ 
ed that it will m aterially reduce the 
number of automobile thefts iii this 
State. 
The measure provide* that before 
November 
24, the six ' m onths’ pe­ 
riod, every car owned or operated in 
the State must be titled and the own­ 
ers secure a certificate for 
which a 
fee of $2 is to be charged. A fter No­ 
vember 24 every new car th a t conies 
into the State through dealers will 
first have to be titled to the dealer 
at a fee 
of 50 cents and 
when the 
sale is made the title will bt' passed 
on to the owner through an assign­ 
ment from dealer to pruchaser onthe 
payment of 
the $2 fee. 
The 
p u r­ 
chaser makes the application for th e 
tra n sfer and the assignm ent certifi­ 
cate m ust bt* filed with the applica­ 
tion. 
The law provides th at 
appli­ 
cation for 
registration can he made 
with the certificate of title. 
May Get Special Number 
W here numbers of cars are m uti­ 
lated 
at the present time,

provides that the power must within

The Horne Bill, amending the Ed­ 
munds teachers* salary act, 
so

tho>e in rural sections, will r e c e iv e a 
greater share of school aid and th" 
tear hers’ salary schedule he better de­ 
fined,

mediitely. The bill was signed T hurs­ 
day night bv Governor Pinchot. 
The bill contains provision for the 
changes iii aid to be operative for the 
two years commencing on June I, and 
the reports which will contain the val­ 
uations of property which will he used 
in circulating the new basis of aid to 
districts are on file. 
Under the act the first payments 
will la* made to all fourth class dis­ 
tricts, into which the rural schools of 
Adams county fall, in February arui 
August. 
“ It gave me pleasure to sign the 
Horne bill.

portant step iii State educational a f ­ 
fairs," said the Governor Friday m orn­ 
ing, 
“ It will not only aid the rural

they will receive.
